The  Trustees  of  the  Libi-arj'  sul)niit  their  report. 
The  Library  and  reading  room  have  been  well  i)ati'onizcd 
during  the  year.  Three  tliousand  eiglity-tliree  volumes 
have  been  taken  out.

To  THE  Inhabitant3  OF  Belmont  School  District. 

The  Scliool  Board  submit  a  report. 

The  Schools  in  the  district  have  heeti  in  session  twenty- 
two  weeks  and  witli  anotlier  winter  term  ot  twelve  weeks 
would  have  been  very  profitable  to  the  children,  Imt  wo 
donbt  ifsnc^li  is  the  case  under  the  circunislances. 

Tiie  Teachers  have  labored  concientiously  to  advance  the 
iiitei'esfs  ot'  theirseveral  schools,  and  had  all  the  parents  the 
same  interest  and  c(.mcern  t'oi- the  eduation  ot'theii' (diildreji, 
we  woidd  as  a  town  be  in  tiie  front  I'anks  of  ]>ro«ji'ess  instead 
ot'so  woct'ullv  l»eliind  as  at  j)rosent. 

Bv  a  recent  a(^t  of  the  Le^^islatiire,  the  school  year  now 
begins  in  !Scptend>er  and  reports  should  be  made  in 
Aiii>ii>t.  As  you  will  see,  more  money  nnist  be  i-aised  this 
sj  riui;  than  usual  in  order  to  have  a  summer  term  of  s(diool. 

As  an  a(;r  of  justice  and  rii^Iit,  the  pav  of  some  teachers 
liis  Itcen  raised  ami  and  we  have  no  cause  to  I'cu'ret  the 
action.  And  shall  persue  -the  ])olicy  of  employing  good 
teachers  at  r(>asonable  salarys. 

We  hav(!  heard  some  (iomplaint  in  conversation  with  vai-i- 
oiis  i)eople,  and  it  is  not  wholly  new,  that  the  schools  in  the 
villai^'c  re(-eive  more  than  their  share  of  the  appropriated 
niomn'.  This  is  a  mistakcui  idea,  and  in  ordei-  to  show  just 
what  each  bchool  receives  and  how  much  p<'r  capita,  we  i;ive 
the  financial  report  by  schools. 
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Wo  would  reconinieud  an  appropriation  of  two-thousand 
dollars  which  will  give  yon  a  school  of  thirtj'-six  weeks  in 
the  year.  The  school  l)uildiiigs  are  all  insured  tor  one  year 
except  the  Village  for  three  years.  Thej'  are  in  good  con- 
dition except  the  Union  and  Clay,  which  should  ho  reseated 
and  painted  inside  etc.  and  we  would  rccoiium  iid  :in  ajipro- 
priation  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  tlie  pui'posu  of  ro]>airs.
